Claim 1 (Currently Amended): An assembly comprising a wood floor juxtaposed with 
a material comprising a felt of mineral fibers wherein the felt includes binder that is in an 
amount from 3 to 30% bv weight . 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in th e pr e c e ding claim i, 
charact e rized in that wherein the felt has a thickness ranging from 2 to 10 mm. 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in th e pr e c e ding claim 2, 
characterized in that wherein the felt has a thickness ranging from 3 to 7 mm. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in ono of th e pr e ceding 
claims claim K characteriz e d in that wherein the fibers of the felt have a fineness index 
ranging from 3 to 25 liters per minute. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in the pr e c e ding claim i, 
characterized in that wherein the fibers of the felt have a fineness index ranging from 10 to 15 
1/min. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in the prec e ding claim 1, 
charact e rized in that wherein the mineral fibers are glass fibers.

Claim 12 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in on e of th e prec e ding 
claims claim 1, characteriz e d in that wherein the fibers were produced by the intemal 
centrifugation process.

Claim 14 (Currently Amended): The assembly as claimed in the preceding claim 13, 
characteriz e d in that wherein the at least one veil is on an extemal face of the assembly.

Claim 20 (Currently Amended): A felt comprising mineral fibers, with a thickness 
ranging from 2 to 10 mm and a mass per unit area of at least 130 g/m^ . wherein the felt 
includes binder that is in an amount from 3 to 30% bv weight . 

Claim 21 (Currently Amended): The felt as claimed in the preceding claim 20, 
characteriz e d in that its wherein the mass per unit area ranges from 180 to 700 g/m^. 
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Claim 22 (Currently Amended): The felt as claimed in ono of the proooding felt 
claims claim 20, charact e riz e d in that it wherein the felt has a thickness ranging from 3 to 7 
mm.

epoxy type. 

Claim 30 (Currently Amended): The felt as claimed in ono of th e preceding f e lt 
claims claim 20 . charact e rized in that wherein the fibers w e re are produced by the intemal 
centrifugation process. 

Claim 31 (Currently Amended): The felt as claimed in ono of the prec e ding f e lt 
claims claim 20 , characterized in that wherein the mineral fibers are glass fibers. 

Claim 32 (Currently Amended): The A method us© of using a material comprising 
including a felt of mineral fibers, comprising: 

placing said material boing plac e d on a floor base and under a wood floor in a room, 
in order to attenuate the impact noise in the room caused by the mi impact with said wood 
floor. 

Claim 33 (Currently Amended): The use method as claimed in th e pr e c e ding claim 
32, further comprising: 

characteriz e d in that placing the material is not adhooivoly bond e d un-bonded into te 
the floor base. 
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
